NEW FARM 
LOAN PLAN 
EXPLAINED 


New federal legislation author- 
izes loans to enlarge small farm- 
ers, Max H. Stone, County Super- 
visor of the Farm Home Adminis- 
tration, said Wednesday. 

Previously such loans could only 
be made on farms where the farm 
income alone was adequate to sup- 
port the family, he said. Now 
farmers with off farm jobs or who 
operate smal] family farms may 
obtain loans to increase the size 
of their farm. 

The new legislation also in- 
creased the size of loan allowed 
to buy or enlarge’ a family farm. 
Previously loans had been limited 
to farms whose value was no 
greater than that of the average 
family farm in the parish. Insured 
loans for the enlargement, im- 
provement and purchase of arms 
may be made up to the normal 
value of the farm. 

Greater flexibility has been es- 
tablished also in the terms inves- 
tors receive when they provide 
funds for these insured farm 
loans. However, the interest rate 
will remain at five per cent. 

Technical supervision in farm 
and money management accom- 
panies each loan.

In old’ age assistance, 
for example, the amount that the 
person can get is the difference 
between his monthly requirements 
end his income up to the legal 
maximum of $40. Income includes 
the Social Security benefit and 
any other money coming in re- 
gularly. However, the Welfare 
Department cannot take into con- 
sideration all his requirements 
for daily living. Funds are suffi- 
cient only to take into account 
the person’s needs for food, cloth- 
ing, personal incidentals, shelter, 
light, water, and fuel. Then, in 
addition, the Department has to 
obtain the average cost of these 
daily requirements on a state- 
wide basis, and use these cost fig- 
ures in working up the person’s 
needs. 


Some have asked why different 
People get more welfare help 
than others, and why some cannot 
qualify for public assistance at 
all. The most freauent Teacon is 
that people’s requirements and in- 
come vary.
